and Marketing Agencies May Join 


Conditions in the citrus industry have brought home to every grower and to every shipper the need for increased consump- 


tion of Florida grapefruit and oranges and the necessity for orderly marketing that can be assured only through control of dis- 
tribution. 


As by far the largest of the existing marketing agencies in the state, the Florida Citrus Exchange has been profoundly 


impressed by the obligation resting upon it to lead the way in providing ways and means for correction of the unfortunate sit- 
uation that has prevailed this season. 


Officers and members of the Florida Citrus Exchange have considered the subject of better arrangements for handling 


the state's citrus crop with due humility and a sincere desire to arrive at sane and sound conclusions. They have freely sought 
constructive counsel, both from inside and outside the organization. 


Every suggestion offered has been carefully weighed and all ideas advanced have been painstakingly investigated. In the 


final analysis, it appears'that the policies and practices of the Florida Citrus Exchange may properly be changed or modified in 
three important respects to harmonize the present situation. Consequently the members of the organization have been called to 
meet in special session to make such changes in the charter and bylaws as will provide for the following: 


FIRST, permitting privately owned marketing 


agencies, corporate or individual, to sell their output 
through the Florida Citrus Exchange, each such agen- 
cy to function as a Sub-Exchange-at-Large, without 
in any degree losing its identity, sacrificing its brands 
or otherwise changing the conduct of its internal af- 
fairs except as to selling. 


SECOND, elimination from the operations of the 


Florida Citrus Exchange of every activity not spe-

previously. It also will give the school 
authorities an oppoiurniiy to provide 
for larger iiuraber of tourists who 
come to tbe stale and place their 
children in school. There are many 
vacancies occurring about this time 
each year, It is stated, by reason of 
teachers marrying around Christmas, 
and new teachers must be employed 
to take their places. 


County superintendents are expect- 


ed to report on or before January 20 
the number of applicants ana the kinds 
of certificates tor viliictk applications 
are made. All persons teaching on 
temporary certificates are expect&d 
to take the examination ana to make 
an effort to obtain regular certifi- 
cates. Those in this class who Jail 
in the examinations -will be replaced, 
as far as possible, by holders of reg- 
ular certificates. 


In announcing the dates for HIP

thou let It be known that there has 
been a change of policy relative to 
the issuance of temporary certificates.

STRUGGLE TO SAVE PART 


OF BILL. 


IS RESIGNED OVER TAX BILL 


President, it Is Said, Will Not Oppose 


Any Bill Which Seems Reasonable 


To Members Of Congress 


Washington —President Coolldge is 


resigned to a compromise on the Mel 
Ion surtax schedules. He has made 
up his mind that rather than deprive 
the country of the benefits of some 
tax reduction, he will sign any meas 
ure which seems reasonable to the ad- 
ministration leaders in congress. 


Obviously the president does not 


care 10 say this officially at this time. 
He is committed to the Mellon bill as 
it stands and he will do everything he 
can to bring about its enactment with 
(he least possible modification 


But his lieutenants in thejtouse al- 


ready have told him that the Mellon 


cent, is doomed. The Democrats and 
the extreme Republican progressives 
combined will be able to defeat this 
measure. 
Therefore, the leaders in 


the house are trying to save as much 
of the Mellon bill as they can by a 


Coolidge realizes this situation, and 


•while he is disappointed that taa OTig- 
mal plan cannot be saved, he feels 
that the best statesmanship calls for 
as much tat reduction as Is possible. 
On this assumption, he will not op- 
pose any bill which seems reasonable 
to Republican members of congress. 


While it Is Impossible to say what 


figures congress finally will agree 
upon, the best judgment of informed 
leaders places the probable maximum 
surtax somewhere between 35 and 40 
per cent. 
Democrats are advocating 


a 44 per cent maximum. Farm bloc 
Republicans want 38 or 40 per cent. 


A determined effort will be made 


to increase inheritance taxes and find 
some means for reaching out after 
slock dividends. But present indica- 
tions are that the Mellon bill, in its 
fundamental features, will 
not 
be 


changed materially, except in the mat- 
er of surtaxes. There will be minor 
alterations regarding exemptions and 
articles to be taxed, but administra- 
tion leaders believe tb,ey can prevent 
any radical Innovations. 


Many Republicans in congress mis- 


construed a recent statement at the 
white house to the effect that Cdoi- 
idge opposes any compromise in the 
Mellon plan. 
It is true that Cool- 


idge prefers the treasury scheme, but 
at the same time, it was made plain 
by the white house spokesman, the 
president wiil not attempt to coerce 
congress ami he is 
confident 
that 


some reasonable plan will be decided 
upon. 
Cool id ge has no Intention of 


trying to force congress to sign on 
the dotted line. He and Mellon have 
told congress what they think ehould 
be done- 
But Coolldee realizes that 


it is the business of congress to de- 
cide what shall be done.

The pale-faced "mystery man" was 


perfectly calm until his attempt to 
till himself. Except for a momentary 
collapse at the end of his first con- 
fession, he has appeared unaffected 
by the new development in 
the 


strange chain of Incidents that have 
marked the last year. He has, how- 
ever, eaten hut little since first led 
to his cell. 


Meanwhile, there are some, among 


them John Lincoln, the florist's SOB, 
who believe the confession is Just an- 
other hoax, no more real than the 
supposed scene of hia own murder 
which Lincoln prepared last spring to 
cover his crime and his disappearance. 


"I have been with my father during 


almost all his waking hours," the son 
aaid. "It would have been impossible 
for a thing like that to happen with- 
out me knowing about it. My father 
has been so hounded by his relatives 
hat he concocted bla story as a 


means of ending It all."

Railway Service West Of Toklo Wan 


Entirely Suspended — Center Of 


Quake Near Tanzawa Mount 


Tokio.~Fifty persons are believed 


to have been killed In Toklo, Yoko- 
hama and the outside districts In the 
recent earthquake, while many per- 
sons were reported injured; no casu- 
alties among foreigners have been re- 
ported. 


One report stated that six hundred 


bouses has been demolished in Yo- 
kohama. 


Odawara, a city on Kawatsu bay, 


about seventy-five jniles southwest of 
Tokio, suffered the greatest damage 
from the quake, as it did last Sep- 
tember, when vast sections and sur- 
rounding cities virtually were destroy-- 
ed and badly damaged. 


Water mains werfl ripped from tiieir 


places and smashed by the quake and 
water flooded the afreets and hun- 
dreds of homes In the two cities fol- 
lowing the shock. 


Big buildings of modern construc- 


tions, which were badly damaged and 
in many Instances etiU In partial ruin 
from the disaster of last September, 
were further damaged by this quake. 


The cabinet went Into session Im- 


mediately after the earthquake to con- 
sider the relief measures necessary 
and to obtain information regirding 
the extent of the damage. 


The stock market suspended opera- 


tions, owing to the failure of commu- 
nications.

The earthquake which rocked To- 


do and vicinity, the first heavy trem- 
)le since the disaster of last Septem- 
ber occurred, at 8:45 o'clock, January 
15. The shock approached those of 
September 1 in intensity, but compar- 
atively brief in duration. 


The imperial hotel, filled with trav- 


elers from America, many here as a 
result of reconstruction necessitated 
>y the September catastrophe, quick- 
y emptied as the hostelry trembled 
and shook during the 
earthquake. 


The guests, nearly 
panic-stricken, 


rushed for safety outside the struc- 
ture. 


Thousands of residents ,- of Toltlo 


were eating breakfast in the streets 
of Tokio the next morniag, no* daring 
to return to their homes. 


Hallway service west of Tokio has 


been suspended as a. result -of the 
damage wrought by the quake. Local 
street railway lines suspended serv- 
ce for a half hour after the shock, 
but service was resumed when a cur- 
sory examination rersated that the 
Ines had not been permanently im- 
paired by the quake. 


Despite badly crippled telegraphic* 


communications, na-wa ot the, interrup- 
tion of rail trafie and the derailment 
of trains is beginning to trickle in to 
official headquarters here. 


The earthquake derailed part of a 


freight train at Totpu&a, near Yoko- 
hama and threw an engine off tie 
track In Omori, a suburb of Toklo. 


All railway lines petween Hlratsuka 


and Chlgasakl were broken. Commu- 
nication between Toklo and Kobe was 
cut off. ,
